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War’s Wake in the Rhineland

1E castled Rhine Valley of song and 
"aa of Heine's Lorelei and Wagner's 
Der Ring ites Nibelungen, today is a 
desolate land of rubble piles which yesterday 
were great cities, of highways strewn with the 
iloodstained, rain-sonked debris of fleeing 
armies, of scared and-sullen people whose brief 
opium dream of world empire has burst like a 
land mine under a tank: 

Such cites as Aachen, Diiren, Cologne, 
and Roblens essentially have ceased to. exist 
(map, page 4). They oust be rebuilt almost 
entirely to be habituble again, for today large 
areas, Including their principal business anil 
residential sections, are flattened deserts of 
atone ane plaster strewn with rags, waste. 
nape. and fragments of furniture. When 
ever the wind blows, these mins gre veiled in 
clouds af dust. Tn the eold spring rains they 
present o picture of dire and dreary desolation, 

Often in western Europe's troubled history 
comyuering armies have marched, both east- 
ward ond westward, over the jow, ‘spruce: 
covered Eifel andl Humarick mountains and 
the flat, black, dismal Cologne plain, bringing 
with them tragedy and destruction.* But the 
effects have been relatively mild in the past, 
for no hestile troops hitherto had crossed the 
area since the start of the Machine Age, with 
its ever more terrible weapons of annihilation, 

The Rhineland escaped very lightly in the 
inst war, Tt was not entered by the Allies until 
after the armistice, and the military oceupa- 
lion of the country was exceptionally mild. 
There wos no devastation, Contacts between 
the Rhinelanders and American, British, and 
French soldiers were, on the whole, friendly.

About the only inconvenience suffered by the 
natives was that of providing billets in their 
homes for the occupation forces. 

Soldiers fell in love with the land. 

It is one of the most beautiful countries 
on earth, especially in spring with orchards 
in-bhonm, vineyards turing green on terraced 
hills andl river banks, and forests whose great 
trees are in almost perfectly straight lines, 
without any wndergrowth, They are like 
cathedral aisles, They are filled with the 
organ tones of falling waters. The sunshine 
through the high branches falling on the leafy 
Heor is like light through stained-glass win- 
dows, Almost every American soldier who 
spent a few months there has felt a nostalgic 
longing sooner or later to go hark.

The armistice hal been signed several days 
when the first Americans entered the Rhine- 
land in 1918. 

The pleture that afternoon remained fairly 
typical, except that Rotgen was undamaged, 
The town was. degerted, A white sheet or 
tailecloth was hung from an upper window 
of nearly every house, in tokes of surrender.

Eupen was only a 
Few miles away, Wut the 
difference was dum- 
founding, Here were 
no kisses, no Mawers— 
only silence, scowls, and ‘sols, The only 
cheers were for a German prisoner riding on 
the hood of one of our jeeps. 

A few days later the Belgians came cut of 
hiding and the Germans went “underground.” 
Eupen proved as hospitable as any other Bel- 
gian city. But to the American soldier, aces 
tomed to the role of liberator, the entry into 
Eupen was like ao dash of cold water, 

The troops swept over the border into the 
Rhineland, Within a day they had punched! 
holes through the great green dragon teeth and 
massive concrete pillboxes of the Siegfried 
Line. They moved eastwanl over hills blan- 
keted with evergreens ond through catheciral- 
like forests to the real gate of the Rhineland 
and the Cologne plain which lay beyond, 
crossed by broad automobile highways leading 
straight into the northern Khineland's largest 
city. 

The 
hills were redolent with the odor of spruces, 
musical with the thunder of falling waters,

From un cnpiieecring viewpoint, the task of peiting the five American Armies across the Rhine iq a hurry wae 
the biggest job of tts kind ewer tickled. Five weeks after the Remagen crocimg, 45 ponton, treadway, and ruihway 
bristres spauttied the Rhine, Three fnating bridges were constructed In leas than 10 hours rock! (Page 25.) 
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In a few days the Ninth Infantry Division 
had tuken possession of the gem of the coun- 
iryside, the wonderfully picturesque tittle 
city of Monschau, without firing a shat. ‘The 
town crier was going about the streets ringing 
his bell and calling out to the stinned people 
in the street corners the proclamations of the 
American Military Government (page 25), 

The First Divisitin pressed toward Aachen. 
Part of the way they proceeded through one 
of the most magnificent forests in Rarope, 2 
cual wonderland of eternal shadow, through 
Which flickered stray stunbexms like silver 
threads, Three days after entering Germany, 
iniantovinen were looking down from the hill- 
tops on the roofs of Charlemagne's ancient 
capital, above which rose the steeples of the 
churches. The next dav they were in the out- 
skirts of the city. 

Seen from a distance, Aachen appeared not 
badly damaged, although it hod been the tar- 
get of several air raids. Its walls stood erect, 
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iis roofs seemed intact. There was little evi- 
dence of resistance. The First Division drew 
up a surrender proclamation, 

There seemed litte doulit that the terms 
would be actepled Ina tew days and the proud 
city which had once been the chil center of 
ihe Holy Roman Empire taken without the

The rubble pile which was 2,000-year-old 
Aachen must be swept away by a feet of 
bulliiozers and the town rebuilt to be habitable 
avain for any great number of people, It took 
the worst Allied air power and artillery could 
give. It is hard to see how it could have been 
sired anything it received. 

Next important city to fall in the progress 
eastward was Diiren (pages 11, 16). ‘This 
town of 45.000- inhabitants and historic moniu- 
ments: such a& the Gothic St, Anna’s Church, 
wis an even worse mess than. Aachen when, 
after crushing air bombardments and cannon 
ehelling, it finally was entered by the veteran 
Ninth Infantry Division. Here again is a 
corpse in the rain. Tt awaits bulldozers to 
bury it. ‘Townspeople say there still are hun- 
dreds af unburied dead under the rubble piles, 

Away {rom Diiren the Coloene nian 
stretched eastward, The wiv was open to 
the Rhine—voal of the Allied Armies since the 
first landings in Normandy. 





Beside the swift-flowing Rhine jist ohead 
ny the Rome of the North Higrest and best- 
known city of the Rhineland and one of 
the loveliest-in Evrope, holy place of European 
Christendom with its celebrated) Cathedral ane 
scores of spired churches, Cologne for months 
had been the immediate gool of the Allied 
Armies: During the first few days of March 
evciers could look down from the hills to the 
west on Cologme'’s rooftops, The final entrance 
Was aimost unopposed.

Nobody expected to find much more than 
i shambles. This important German war cen- 
ter, With about three-quarters of a million in- 
habitants, large industrial sections, ane rail- 
roid marshaling yards, had <ustained some of 
the heaviest air bombardments.

Hitler Onee Ejected from Liberol Bonn 


Except for the hole in the roof, the little 
hoase was not badly damaged. The relics 
remained intact, such of them as had been leit 
by looters in the city’s own population, who 
had enjoved a hevday as the Americans were 
entering and the Germans leaying the city. 

This was the frst house placed under soldier 
guard when the American Military Govyern- 
ment took charge the next day. The tradition 
of Beethoven is the soul of Bonn. The spirit 
of the preat composer still broods over the 
ruin, 


The destruction bas been moderate com: 
paired. to that at Aachen, [diren, or Cologne, 
Stl, it © verv considerable, Afuch of the 
center of the city in a rubble heap. 

A pathetic sight is the old university, a

The Watch on the Rhine Fell Asleep 

A certain littl Rhineland city has emerged 
fram this campaign one of the historic places 
af the earth—Remagen (page 19), Every 
American schoolboy will be memorizing this 
name a century hence, 

But the town has. paid dearly for its im- 
mortality, Today it is nearly a total wreck, 
mostly because of German shellfire from the 
black voleanic hills across the Rhine and jet- 
plane bombings. 

It wus ot this 2,000-yenr-old city that the 
watch on the Ehine fell asicep for a few mi- 
ments, with the result that the broad, swift 
tiver which is Germany's Inst great natural 
bulwark against invasion from the west he- 
came valueless (page £8). 

lt is pure speculation, of course, but mili- 
tary experts of the First Army have estimated 
that at least 15,000 American lives were saved 
by the miracke of Remagen. 

The shabby littl city of 5,000 leather tan- 
ners and wine makers, watched aver by the 
locally famous church and monastery of St. 
Apollinaris on the gradually rising Viktoria 
berg mountain, became the gateway to innet 
Germany, the country across the river which 
tlwavs has been Gerniany. 

Remayen owed its first place in the sun 
lo-a miracle nearly eight centuries ago, Even 
then it wis ancient, fer originally it was a 
Celtic town. Later it was fortified bv the 
Romans, The Roman period still shows in 


sever! ruined walls; a) Roman gate, and a 
Romo road built A. md. 162, But tt was known 
chietly as the shrine of Si. Apollinaris. 

He was, according to the legend, one of the 
pupils of the Apostle Paul and was beheaded! 
at Ravenna in [taly. The martyr’s followers 
obtained possession of his head and preserved 
it in @ silver casket. In 1164 Frederick Bar- 
barnsa sent this sncred relic to his personal 
friend, the Archbishop of Cologne, for the 
C ologne Cathedral. ‘The wanderings. of the 
head between Rome and Remagen were com- 
plicated, but the final stage of the journey 
was by boat down the Mosel to Koblenz and 
then down the Rhine. 

At RKemagen, as the legend is recounted 
hy the Franciscan monks on the mountaintop, 
the boat stopped dead against the current and 
its prow turned toward the shore, despite the 
utmost efforts of the helmsman, This was 
considered a miracle. Tt was-the Divine Will 
that the head remain here. 

Tn 1246.0 great church was erected as its 
shrine, and there the silver casket remains 
to this day. The monks showed it to many 
American soldiers during the first few dav= 
Of the town’s oocupation, 

The relic long was reputed to have miracle. 
working powers of healing. There was a con- 
siderable Apollinaris cult throughout the 
Rhineland for centuries, which brought to 
Remagen thousands of pilgrims exch ‘ear. 
But for the past century the cult has been 
on the decline, the monks sav, and they them- 
selves now attach no special Virtuce to the 
relic, A new church was erected on the site 
mM the pilgrim church, which itself had been 
built on the site of a Roman edifice. 

The Miracle at Retnagen Bridie 

Remagen owes its second place in the sun 
to another miracle, concerning which there is 
no ¢ement of legend, although the exact cir- 
cunstances are still somewhat confused be- 
case evervthing happened se. quickly and 
without previous. planning. But the basic 
facts are undisputed. 

Cin March 7, 1945, 0 combat command of 
the Ninth Armored Division, commanded by 
Brig.

Such was the miracle of Remagen, 

At sunscl one atternoon two weeks later | 
was commg over the mountaintop past the 
rranciscan monastery, Far below lay the re- 
mains of the Remagen bridve. [1 had just 
collapsed in the center, Most of it lav under 
the Rhine, The blunderers had succeeded 
better than they could ever know, for they 
liv in trutors’ graves.

Caesars Iqnons, they bivouscked on hilltops 
among the stones of hoary temples, Their 
steps were dogged by the ghosts of history. 

Perhape the mest picturesque fight of the 
campaign was the capture, a few miles up the 
Rhine from Remagen, of the ancient ruins 
of Drachenfels, towering over the historic 
river. This was, of course, a small action atid 
will have litth significance in history, 

The mossy ruins af the castle stand at the 
summit of a 1,053-foot-high mountain (page 
12). This was taken by an infantry battalion 
of the 78th Division fed ly Lt. Col, Richantl 
Keyes, of Houston, Texas, at the point of 
the bayonet 

On three sides were almost perpendicular 
cliffs. The battahon attacked! up the vulner- 
able rear and took the summit after two hours 
af stiff fighting, The small German garrison 
in the ruins gave up quickly. For two days 
before the attack the mountain har) been sub- 
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jected to terrific artillery pounding, and the 
nerves of the defenders were shattered, The 
ruins afforded the best artillery observation 
point for miles around, 

“Too Tired to Worry About Dragons” 

The doughhoys slept in their blankets on 
the mossy wet stones that night, They were 
not bothered by ghiists. The first man iver 
the walls, Pyt. Leslie W right, of Fenten, Mich- 
igan, was asked if he knew the legend of Sieg- 
fried and the dragon. “I 'm ton damn tired 
to worry about dragons,” he said, 

But, bowever little it might concern the 
figh ting soldiers loo weary tu think of anything 
but sleep, they had captured one of the great 
legendary spots of the earth, around which are 
woven cssential parts of both the Nibelungen- 
lied and the cycle of Roland. 

There was the cave of the dragon-sliin by 
the great Teutonic knight Siegfried, the leg- 
endary fi figure for whem the Nazi's tough Sieg- 
fried Line is named. This perfect exemplar 
of all the warlike virtues probably would be 
none foo pleased with his status as patron 
stint of Hithrism, 

At Drachenfels, according to one story, he 
was sent by a ruse to be devoured by the 
monster. Instead, in singlehanded combat 
he broke the fire-belching brutes back with 
one blow of his oaken club. Then he bathed 
in thé dragon's blood, which made his body 
invulnerable, except for one spot where o leaf 
from a lime tree had fatben darn uring his bloped 
hath. This spot was revealed by Slegfried's 
wife Kriemhild to the fierce Brunhild, for 
wham the “grim Fagen” slew the knight, 

Another legend, possibly modern in origin, 
associated with Drachenfels is that of the 
French Roland, nephew of Charlemagne, who 
came to the shores of the Rhine and lodged 
al the castle with the Hurgraye Heribert, 
vassal of the emperor. 

He tell in love with the Burgrave's daughter. 
Hildegunde, Suddenly came news of a Hun 
invasion of southern Germany. Roland left for 
the wars. Hildegunde received word that he 
had been killed, She took the veil and en- 
tered the convent af Nonnenwerth, an tsland 
in the Rhine near by (page 22), 

Roland cane back, but the maid remained 
true to her vows, Heartbroken, Roland built 
a castle on the opposite shore from whose up- 
per windows he could watch his lost beloved 

wiking in the cloister gardens. One day he 
saw her funeral procession and vowed that the 
time «if their reunion was near. He retorne| 
to the wars and fell fighting, after many vic- 
tories aguinst the Saracens, at the great battle 
in the valley. of Roncesvalles in the Pyrenees.

Appirentl there were other dragons. on 
Dricthenfels besides the monster slain by Siec- 
fried. They persisted! into the days of gun- 
powder, fur, according to the legend, the last 
of them had the poor sense to attack a Rhine 
barece loaded with this new explosive, It blew 
the boat to bits when it exploded, and that 
was the end of dragons in the Rhineland. 

Of course gunpowder killed dragons, just 
as electric lights have killed ghosts. Many uf 
the old legends were symbolic, especially that 
of Siegiried and the lime leat, One might 
sav that the Ludendorif Bridge at Remagen 
was the spot where the leaf had fallen on the 
shoulder of Germany during her bath in the 
blood of the dragon Nazism. 

“The tired doughboys slept soundly on the 
wet stones af the ruined castle, Tt was built 

in 1147 by an archbishop of Cologne, whose 
Siren lor centuries were entitled to wear o 
red coat of arms bearing the figure of a fiery: 
mouthed, silver-winged dragon, 

Slave Labor in Underground Factory 

The next day the same battalion went on to 
capture one of the highest of a row of seven 
mountains of which Drachenfels is one—the 
Petersherg, Tt fornis the northwest corner of 
the Sicherwebirge (Seven Mountains) ane is 
a massive peak with a broad summit timbered 
with tall trees. Among the trees is a famous 
shrine, the Peter Chapel. 

Excavations carried out by the Rhenish 
provincial museum confirmed the existence 
there of a prehistoric circular rampart which 
formerly surrounded the mountaintop and 
afforded refuge for the inhabitants of the 
countryside in time of need. It once was the 
scene of pagan sacrifices, which supposedly 
continued until the erection of an Augus- 
Littin monastery there by the bermit knight 





Walther in 134. 


This later passed into the hands of the 

Cistercian order and was the scene of great 
Pugrimages during the Middle Ages. [t-still ts 
visited by thousands during Lent. 
The enemy fired only a few shotson Peters- 
berg, hut its capture was extremely important 
for men of the 78th Division, who: leaped aver 
the walls of the ancient rampart to bayonet 
the defenders. Tt opened up the country bhe- 
yond the Seven Mountains, 

Of much interest to the Army was the dis- 
eovery of an underground factory in an en- 
large cavern on the slope of Petersberg.

Potomac, River of Destiny

capitals In the world have near-by scenic 

vilues surpassing those of Washington.* 

Tf this be so, it is because the Potemac 
River, almost enfolding the Capital in 5 
gigantic V, has remained largely unspoiler 
since 1608 when Captain John Smith ascended 
it, possibly to Great Falls. 

But the Potomac has more than scenery: 
it is a river of destiny. Much af George 
Washington's life wos doveted to the even- 
tually successful project of uniting by way 
of the Potomac the Atlantic senboard Colonies 
with the inland empire beyond the Alleghenies_ 

Every American schoolboy bas heard of the 
Potomac. But the river that most peuple 
know is the broad tide) estuary from Wash- 
ington to Chesapeake Bay, wider at its mouth 
than even the Mississippi, — | 

‘Tt is the river of Mount Vernon, Wakefield, 
and Stratford: of the Lees, Washingtons, Fair- 
faves, and Fitzhughs: of histone Tidewater 
Virginia and Maryland.t 

But there [s another and utterly different 
Potenac with which comparatively few people 
are familiar, a river of the upper reaches, from 
Washington to Cumberland, with its sources 
in the remote highlands of Weat Virginia, Vir- 
vinia, and western Maryland (map, pats 
34 and 37). 

This % an equally historic river and was 
far more the direct concern of both the vouth- 
ful and mature George Washington than the 
placid stretch on which he. lived, 

The Potomac of which T write ends at the 
head of thlewater and navigation in the 
historic Georgetown section of Washington, 
where the tidal estuary receives the river 
proper. 

Nation's Capital at the Fall Line 


It is no accident that the Nation's Capital 
was located at the fall line: Trenton, Phila- 
delphia, and Richmond also sprang up at 
similar transshipment points: beyond are un- 
navigable rapicts. 

At Washington the Coastal Plain comes to 
an end at the fall line and the Piedmont 
(lateau bevins, giving way In turn ta the Ap- 
palachinn Mountain region, 

The Potomac, from Washington to Ciniber- 
lond, bas an selvantage dented to most rivers, 
in that the old Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
roughly parallels and for the most part runs 
clase to it for 184.5 miles. 

The canal, which is entirely in Maryland 
except for a short distance in the District of 


E BAS been suid that few other national 
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(Columbia, is held by the National Park Serv 


ice asa memoriil to the great canal-building 
era of the early 19th century. | 

In 1938-30, 72 miles of the canal, from 
Georgetown to Seneca, Maryland, were re- 
stored to the original condition, bed Filta! with 
water, towpath cleared for pedestrians and 
cyclists; and locks in actual operation. 

Since the (942 flood, however, normal water 
level is maintained only in the four miles 
adjacent to Washington, but the entire 22- 
mile stretch is increasing in. popularity as 
ad recreation wrea (Plates 111, V, ¥IT). 


River Turbulent; Ganal Serene 


During summer months anyone may ride 
happily, for a nominal fee, on a horse-drawn 
barue, the Canal Clipper, at the terrific mite 
of 24 miles. per hour, along the Georgetown 
level (page 38). Partly because of contrast 
with the near-by, rugged Potomac gorge, the 
sleepy-serene canal has a unique charm, ‘Tine 
and Nature have melhowedl it. | 

President John Quincy Adams dog the first 
spadeful of earth near Georgetown July 4, 
1825, but the canal was oot finished until 
1830. It then operated until 1924. 

During the canal’s long period af operation, 
boats were lowered the 605 feet from Cumber- 
land to Washington or raised on the return 
tip by a stepping up or down process through 
74 lift locks, many of which remain, after 
nearly a-century, in relatively good condition.

In one of the heaviest vears, TB71, some 
850,000 tons of coal were moved and 340 
boats were in service, Half a mile of barges 
waited al Georgetown to be unloaded, 

Railroad competition, political interference, 
money troubles, depletion of western Miry- 
land coal, moter-truck competition, and re- 
peated foods, climaxing in the destructive 
1924 freshet, finally put the canal out of 
business commercially, 

Quite aside from the changing river and 
surrounding cumirvside, there is endless 
variety alone the nearly 200 miles of canal.

A century agn Mrs. Frances FE. 
English visitor, wrote: 

“At George Town the Potomac soddeniy 
contracts itself, ond bering to odssume that 
mpid, rocky, and irregular character which 
marks it afterwards and renders its cours 
_, . & series of the most wild and romantic 
views that are to be found in America.” 
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But every now and then the river spreads 
out into broad, still pools In scenes of rare 
pastoral loveliness where field and woodland 
combine to give a natural, parklike effect. 

Fairv, dreamlike islands, mostly small, o 
few tairly large, same lving low in the stream 
and others rising to surprising heights, dot the 
fiver’ course. 

The high, precipitous escarpment on the 
Virginia shore, along the base of which runs 
the swift, dark river, is broken at frequent 
intervals by hanging valleys. down which rush 
amuill but boisterous streams to drop far over 
into the river below. 

Acmess on the Maryland side, still water- 
wis threwd an intricate pattern through quiet 
scenes Of s¥ivan beauty. 

For the canoelst there is recreation of every 
ivpe. For the timid, the brood, placid 
stretches will do; for the brave, there is plenty 
of “white water work” in the fouming rapids. 


The Majesty of Great Fulls 

Fifteen miles from Washington the Potomac 
gorge reaches its zenith in the Great Falls," 
where the river makes a majestic plunge 
aver a series of granite terraces and a riotous 
profusion of giant boulders (Plate IV}, Wrote 
Afra, ‘Trollope: 

_ "The falls of the Potomac ate awfully sub- 

lime: the dark, deep gulf which yawns before 
you, the foaming, roaring cataract. the eddv- 
ing Whirlpool, and the giddy precipice, all seem 
to threaten life, andl to sata the senses. Yet 
it was a great delight to sit upon a high and 
jutting crag, and Jogk and listen.” 

The flow of water at Great Falls ranges from 
500 tubic feet per second during droughts, or 
the merest dribble, to 480,000 cubic feet in 
Nom. Anything over 100,000 feet per second 
is flood stage. During high water the falle 
are completely covered by continuous roaring 
rapids. The mast effective scenic stage is 
between 4,000 and 40,000 feet, 

On the Virginia side of Great Falls may be 
seen what are possibly the only remains of 
any engineering works actually done by George 
Washington which show his original directive 
penius, 

These are a section of the canal and a 
series of partly ruined Jocks, as well as the 
ruins of a fail of the Potomac Company, of 
which Washington wus president and which 
was the first corporate improyement of naviga- 
tion for public use in America. | 

It has been said that the improvements 
made by the “Patowmack” Company and 
completed in 1802 were as great an enyincer- 
ing triumph for that day as was the Panams 
Canal at a later time. 


A drop in the water level of 76 feet had to 
he overcome in lees than a mile, with no ade. 
quate tools or explosives and no engineers 
or workmen familiar with lock design and con- 
struction, 

Where the Just lock enters the Potomac 
below the falls there t a practically solid 
franite wall of 50 feet, as anyone who visits 
the spot can see for himself, which had to 
bee blasted through with powder. Old iron 
wedeers used for blastiny are still stuck in 
the cranite wall, 

After a century and a half and many dis- 
astrous foods, the dark. “Seneca rec’ walls 
of the locks are still handsome ond in places 
eilid-looking. The great blacks of stone are 
beautifully hand-cut and fitted with precision 
and trim alignment, | 

Directly below the point where the last lock 
enters the river, the stream is narrow and 
fiows swiltly and darkly, Steep rock walls 
rise on either side, ‘There is no sign of life. 

Mo scené in the interior of Alaska or 
Siberia could be more primitive. 

Only the larger falls were by-passed with 
canals by the Potomac Company; from the 
lesser falls and ripples, rocks and other ob- 
strictions were removed, Some of the raft- 
like boats or barges did not attempt the hard 
upstream trip, but were broken up for lumber 
at Georgetown. 

Near Great Falls there was an assembly 
poo) for barges, each one waiting its turn to 
go throweh the five locks. Ruins of a jail in- 
dicate that western hoatmen may have become 
unruly while waiting their turn, 


George Washington and the Potomac 
Company 

During ite more than 20 years of operation, 
about 100,000 tons of freight were carried 
through the canals, and one dividend of 5,55 
was paid, Washington invested $10,000 of his 
own money in the company and, until his 
duties as President of the United States took 
all his time, supervised its work. 

He wave 50 shares of stock al a par value 
of $22,200 to found » university in the Nu- 
tion's Capital (now George Washingten Uni- 
vetsity), but the stock became worthless 
because the shipping season was too short for 
profits, being limited to high water. 

But the Potomac Company's limited finan- 
cial success should nol measure its historic 
sigmificance, since all its tuthts were trans. 
ferred to the new project, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal,

But that was not all, <A conference at 
Alexandria an) Mount Vernon to consider 
disputes between Virginia and Maryland Over 
control of commerce on the river led to a 
meeting at Annapolis the next year, This took 
on a broader purpose, and out of it grew the 
Constitutional Convention at Philadelphia the 
following year. 

It is hoped that the Great Falls works of 
the Potomac Company may eventually be 
restored in intelligent, careful, and reverent 
fashion and included in o permanent memorial 
or park. 

Nearly 40 miles from Washington, the steep 
rocky muss of Catoctin Mountain. an outpost 
of the Blue Ridge, rises ubrupily from the 
river's edge. The on ily: possible location for 
ihe Chesapeake and ‘One Canal for a con 
siderable distance was along the very lise 
of this bluff. 

But on the-sume day that President Adams 
turned the first sod of the canal, the venerable 
Charles Carrell, of Carrollton: ‘sole surviving 
dimmer of the Declaration of Independence and 
then more than 90 years old, assicted in laying 
the cornerstont, only 40 miles away, of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 

Baltimore could not build a canal to the 
west as did New Vork onl Washington, ora 
complicated series af lifts and canis, as did 
Philadelphia. So it adopted a new device, the 
railway, and started building it across cen- 
tral Maryland to the Potomac at the Point of 
Rocks. 

For several years the two enterprises clashed 
in the courts, holding up each other's con: 
struction. Finally they reached on agreement 
und went along close together much of the 
way, the railroad being completed first, 


Harpers Ferry, Gateway to the 
Appalachians 

At Harpers Ferry, 1) miles beyond Point 
of Rocks, we definitely leave the Piedmont, 
nass through a gop in the Blue Ridge, ane en- 
ter the wreat Appalachian Mountain area. 

This barrier proved a tremendous handicap 
to early migration and settlement beyond the 
Atlantic seaboard, for the Hudson-Mohawk 
Valley is the only consideruble brenk in 1,500 
miles of mountain wall, 

The series af high, long, narrow, parallel 
Apniluchian ranges enclose great valleys which 
are cromed of nearly right angles by the 
Potomac, 

The Potomac and other streams cut through 
the ridges by gorpes, or water gaps, one of 
the most famous being at Harpers Ferry, 
where Virginia, West Virginia and Marvland 
came together {Plate IT).* 


For nearly a mile the Potomac and Shenan- 
doah Rivers, almost parallel and separated 
only by the narrow tongue of land on which 
Harpers Ferry stands, flow noisily over ee 
anti! “in the moment of thelr junction,” 
Thomas Jefferson said, “they rush toaitiier 
against the mountain, rend it asunder, andl 
pass ofF to the sea. 

Mr. Jefferson added that “this'scene is worth 
h yoviage across the Atlantic,” and he spoke 
of “these monuments of a war between rivers 
in] mountuins which must hove shoken the 
earth itself to its centre” (Plate VI}, 

Harpers Ferry is a strange mixture of scenke 
grandeur, unusual historic interest, sheer pic- 
tiresqueness, and decadence. 

Although surrouided by noble heights and 
itself a steep, rocky, and declivitous tongue of 
land, Harpers Ferry is the lowest point in the 
State of West Virginia, Thus it has suffered 
so grievously from a succession of floods that 
the lower part of town looks like an [talian 
hill village after the Nazis left, almost bereft 
of residents and track alike. 

After the Revolution, the arsenal svstem 
wus founded under George Washington, the 
first national arsenal and armory being at 
Springteld, Massachusetts, the second at Har- 
pers Ferry, o few feet from Where the rail- 
road station is today. 

The Springheld arsenal is still one of the 
great units of cur-svstem of defense, and Har- 
pers Ferry was long of comparable importance, 
with it« 80,000 to 100,000 stands of arms at 
all times, | 

Bul it was destroyed at the very beginning 
ef the Civil War and never rebuilt, 

The four fine mansions erected) by the Gov- 
emmment for the superintendents and their help 
were given by Congressional act in 1868 to 
Storer College, one of the first established for 
the Negro race, and they still form the nucleus 
of that institution. 

The little town is one of steep, narrow paths, 
rough, winding stone steps, and tall, narrow, 
galiled houses, almost stately in their old-tinie 
simplicity of line, even. though half in ruins 
on their hillside perches, 

Sitting on the steps in the evening, T watched 
a woman feed several hundred pigeons that 
fluttered down upon the porches of an ap- 
parently deserted and thy ruined but still 
Taassively digniited dwelling, She told me she 
sald no pigeons but raised them only for 
pleasure (Plate VIIT).

Limestone and the “Great Valley” 

But the Great Valley does not need the 
National Capital, or even a historic invention, 
to make it fanious. | 

Tt is underlald by missive embedded de- 
pasits of limestone. In comparatively few 
places in the world has one substance done 
es much for mankind as “stone” has done in 
the Valley. 

In the first place, the Valley would not 
exist at all if the limestone had not worn away 
faster than the shales and sandstone, In the 
next place, because of available building ma- 
terial the Valley had good turnpikes early in 
American history, 

Even after the advent of automobiles and 
before good roads were built along the Coastal 
Plain, moteriste from New York to, Florida 
went all the way down the Valley to Chat- 
tanoaga before turning east. 

In the Shenandoah portion of the Valley, 
large numbers of vist caverns, the delight of 
visitors, have been created by the action af 
water in leaching, or washing sway the stone, 

But from a practical standpoint, limestone 
is important because of its use m farming and 
for a great variety of industrial and chemical 
PHITPHOSES. 

It is widely distributed throughout the 
country, hut the veins tn the Eastern Pan- 
ee afte among the lareest and most valu- 
ape, 

Corieushy enough, thee West Virginia lime- 
stmes- are: essential to two industries as dif- 


ferent as water cress for salad and the great 
Pittsburgh steel mills. 

Between Martinsburg and Williamsport. 
near the Potomac River, the summer water- 
cress farm of C, E. Dennis, American, water- 
cress “king,” fils winter farm leeing near 
Huntsville, Atabarna. | 

Mr, Dennis suppties more than half of the 
water cress sold in this country, His father, 
Frank, founded the business in 1874, when he 
began to peddle wild cress to summer-resort 

The cress is grown in shallow ponds fed by 
limestone springs. J saw a mile of theae pools 
at the Martinsburg farm (Plate XVI). 

The ripe cress is harvested by workmen in 
hip boots, precooled for the required Jength 
af time, and shipped in ice by express to the 
extent af 33,000 bunches in a single day. 

The limestone mined near Martinsburg is 
one of the best known for steel fluxing pur- 
poses. and the great Pittshurgh steel mills take 
vast quantities of it, paying more in freight 
rates than for the stone itself. 

Limestone docs not become a part of the 
steel, but absorbs impurities like a piece of 
blotling paper. 

[saw it mined in huge shafts, or rooms, 110 
feet in height, where ladders 60 of 70 feet long 
The Land of Apple Blossoms 

Partly because of its limestone soils, the 
Appalachian Valley has sustained a high twpe 
of general farming for some 200 vears. 

But what appeals most to the visitor is the 
fact that one of the country’s leading apple 
tegions stretches in a southwesterly direction 
from Allentown, Penn=vIvania, all the way to 
(he Virginia-Tennessee border, not only in the 
Valley jtself but on the mountain sides, the 
plateaus; aml detached hills as well (Plates 
AIV and XV}. 

1 visited the apple section near the Potomac 
early in May when the blossoms were in full 
but fleeting bloom, No description can do 
justice to the soft, filmy, dreamy quality of a 
great hillside orchard at ‘such & moment, 

To a Jayman, the most fascinating feature 
of a commercial apple orchard in blossom 
is the artificial pollination by rented bees. 

Until comparatively recent years, wild bees 
were counted upon to perform this function 
gratiz, but that is not efficient enough for the 
modern fruit industry, 

The bees, plugged inte their hives, ore 
browght into an orchard at night. At dawn 
the plug is pulled out and the bees go to work, 

When the job is done they are plugged in, 
again at night, and moved by truck to the 


George Washington's Historic Rive! 
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next customer, Washington County, Mary- 
land, was reparted to have used some 20,000, 
000 rented bees during blossomtime last year, 

The largest individual applegrower in this 
country is Senator Harry F. Byrd, whose 
many different orchards are widely distributed 
in bath the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia and 
the Eastern Panhandle of West Virginia, 

With his brother, Thomas #. Byrd, he owns 
approxmately fi, 000 acres, inchuling a thou- 
sand or more which (he planted turing years 
of relative depression and which have not yet 
come inte production, 

Senator Byrd went inte ar 40 years 
ago asa hey, He told me that he loves reith- 
ing hetter than to see the trees grow and the 
harvest under way 

Despite his major role in Washington, he 
spends week ends at his properties, mastering 
complex technical phases of the industry and 
developing important new types of fruit. 


Not until railroads made shipment to large 


eastern city markets possible, especially after 
the Civil War, did apple growing become a 
Toney crop for this region. 

True, George Washington stipulated in his 
leases that tenants must raise apples, und al- 
most every farm has always had an apple 
orchard, But there was no market for the 
fruit. 

Indeed, one of the chief uses for frait in 
early davs in this country was for cider, apple 
jack, brandy, and wine, 


The Story of Apple Pie Ridge 


The first commercial spplegrower in the 
regions of which IT write was W. 5. Miller, 
whose operations on “Apple Pie Ridge” date 
from about 1851. 

No success as a wheat farmer, he tried a 
vinevard and a winery, but was forced out of 
that business by his wife when she was 
shocked by the sight of a drunken man in the 
gutter on her way home from chureh. | 

A buyer for a New York City commission 
house paid Miller $6,000 cash for one of his 
crops, mod that unheard-of sum gave the whole 
Shenandoah Valley apple industry its start. 

Apple culture is so intensive that one may 
travel miles through apple country without 
seeing orchards, for they are scattered or 
spotted about only in especially advantageous 
positions. 

Kut though new plantings have come to the 
fore in recent years, Apple Pie Ridge, settled 
itt part alter the: Revolution by réleased Hes- 
iin prisoners, is still one of the most densely 
plunted! areas in the East. 

Tt is a low, irregular rise of land, which 
extends about. 20 miles from the vicinity of 


Winchester, Virginia, to Martinsburg, West 
Virginia, 

A story | ran aeross in the apple country 
concerned the planting of the great Tonaloway 
orchard, which covers four miles of a steep 
mountainside newr the Potomac River at Han- 
cock. Maryland, 

A pioneer grower, the late Edmund P. 
Cohill, had serious difficulty in clearing the 
slopes of their rough covering of shrubs. 

His son Billy, thes only in his early teens, 
had read ancarticle on the ability of goats to 
clear land and tired his father to give him the 
money to go to Texas and buy a large flock 
of goats, This was done. The goats proved 
highly effective and Billy sold them ata profit. 
Later he became a priest, served in China asa 
missionary, and died there. 

Near Antietam battlerroimed anda few miles 
northeast. of the Potomac lies. the city af 
Hagerstown, close by the crossronds of two 
great natural highways, the old Appalachian 
trail dawn the Cumberland and Shenandoah 


Valleys, and the historic National Road with 


its auxiliary highway from Baltimore to 
Wheeling on the Ohin River, now Rowte 40, 

This was the most femius ad important 
of all early highways, being the first con- 
etructed by the Government. Beyond Cum- 
berland ft took the route followed by Brad- 
dock in his disastrous campaign against the 
French and Indians, 

The influence of the National Rovwd, also 
known at the Cumberland Road, upon the 
early settlement of Ohio, Inciana, Illincis, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin was incalculable. 

Hagerstown and Washington County have 
long been regarded as unusually faverable for 
survey purposes, as they are considered typi- 
cal, ot average, for the United Sites, 

There j i¢- a nice balance of urban and rural, 
and of industry, trade, and agriculture. 

Until the war caused the Fairchild Engine 
& Airplane Corporation to expand its opera- 
tions in Hagerstown, the city had a highly 
diversified, locally owned group of industries, 
from organs to sand-blast machinery. 

But in the process of making the city the 
hub of trainer production for the Army, simce 
superseded by cargo plunes (Plate XII), a 
policy of using existing space and of sub- 
contracting of the most extraordinary pro- 
portions was adopted.

Branch rises near the top of Spruce Knob, 
highest mountain in West Virginia. They 
meet at Petersburg, West Virginia, and flow 
through @ long rugged valley, little touched 


by industry, to the junction with the North 


Branch, The latter i considered! the actual 
heac of che river. 

In early days the river from Harpers: Ferry 
to the source of the North Branch was known 
as the Cohongarutun, or “Wild Goose Stream,” 
ant the South Branch os the Potomac. 

But in his land grants Lard Fairfax applied 
the name Putemac to this section. and even- 
tually it became the name of the whole stream, 

We cannot follow the North Branch beyond 

Cumberland, Survevors for Lord Fairinx 
marked the western boundary of his property 
with the Fairfax Stone, at the source, or “‘first 
fountain of the Potomac River.” 

There is now a marker on this site, near 
Thomas, West Virginia, and it is still known 
us the Fairfax Stone. — 


Cumberland Onee a Frontier Town 
Cutnberland, 
American cities, is a crowded, compact indus 
trial anc railroad center ‘and, except for cer- 
tain residential sections, is at the bottom of a 
natural bowl rimmed about by pile on pile 
of mountains 

Linlike so many cities of ite size, Cumber- 
land is net prim arily an auricultural center 
and, becouse of its mountain surreundings, is 
30 miles away from any other large town. 

Tt was long one of the frontier outposts of 
eastern civilization, clase upon the Narrows, 
an important natural gateway through the 
Allegheny ‘wall to the west.

As a boy, George Washington had visited 
Thomas Cr , field manager of the Ohio 
Company of Virginia, formed to trade with

The company built a storehouse which later 
ee Fort Cumberland, 

Cresap and an Indian friend, Nemacolin, 
blazed a path over the mountains, where the 
fingertips of the Potomac interlock closely 
with the headwaters of the Ohin, 

Practically all Washington’s early military 
experience converged on Fort Cumberland 
and the famous trail over the mountains, 
When he was 21, he was sent from here al- 
most to Luke Erie to warn the French to 
stay out of the trans-Allegheny country. 

The next year he was made second in cons 
mand ef a Virginia regiment destined 10 strike 
the first blow in the French and Tndion War. 

Col, Jeshua Fry, commanding officer, was 
thrown from his horse and died in Fort Cum- 
berland, putting the youthful Washington in 
command af the campaign, 

The next year Washington shared Brad- 
dock's defeat at what is now Pittshurgh. 

The only physical reminder in Cumberland 
of these great events ls the small cabin in the 
little park between the rivers and the blufi 
where the fort steod, the first of the many 
headquarters which Washington occupied as 
ET commanding oliicer. 

But the rivers and mountains are still there, 
enough to bring to the most unimayinative 
mind the steadfast purpose of the Father of 
his Country that the Potomac should be “the 
channel of conveyance of the extensive and 
valuable trade of a rising empire,’ 

He was determined thot the lands bevond 
the Alleghenies should not be lost to his coun: 
try and divided up among European powers. 

Not only the Natlonal Road, Chesapeake 
and Ghia Canal, and Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, but in fact the whole system of cum- 
munication between our country’s East anid 
West, are the historic outgrowth of his early 
military campalens and of his vision. 

The Potomac is a river of déstiny becauze

ATEMALA Is predominantly Inclinn. 
Nowhere else in the Americas have 
the original Americans maintained si 
well their pre-Colunilian culture, dress, anil 
customs, Side by side with fadina: (mixed 
Spanish und Indian), peaples of Maya descent 
live harmoniously in the blue-misted high- 
lands and humid rain forests." 

The ancestors of today’s Guatemalan In- 
dian, the Mayas, were a people of great attain- 
ments and strane lacks; they devised a 
calendar more nearly accurate than the one in 
daily use today, but had not discovered the 
principle of the wheel, Independently of the 
Arabs, they invented the sero symbol in 
mathematics, but were ignorant of the trie 
arch, They left their descendants a mast of 
telizious-astronomicil rites, many of which 
are still practiced. 

When Pedra de Alvarado, red-bearded anil 
impulsive, marched down from Mexico to 
conquer Guatemala for the Spanish crown, 
he found three principal tribes in the land: 
the Qhiché, the Cakchiquel, and the Tzutuhil. 
Of these the Quiché, then as now, were the 
most powerful, and the country came under 
Spanish domination when Alvarado defeated 
Tecim Unmin, chief of the Quiché, in 1524. 


A Land of Volcanoes and Lukes 


A vast fungle area, the district of Peten, 
stretches ‘to the north, and lowland strips lie 
along both cousts. But Ciuatemala i exsen- 
tially a meuntainows land of quiesrent yol- 
canoes and lofty Iukes (Plate I). Indian 
Villages perch on the edge of ravines or nestle 
In the hollows of vuollevs: (Plate XI). 

Old cress remains much the same. Span 
iards introduced the use of wool; before the 
conquest, Indians had worked only cotton. 

Adept at making pottery, wood carving, and 
other handicrafts, Guatemala's Indians excel 
niso in the weaving of textiles. Each area, 
sometimes each village, has its own colors 
and costumes, and old-timers in the Republic 
can tell where on Indinn comes fram by the 
way he crestes. 

Women hani-wegye moet of the cotton and 
wool material for the wrap-around skirts, 
‘aches, heatl coverings, and Awfpils (the loose 
hlowses of the women), as well as coats, belts, 
and trousers of the men (Plates V, VIL, A), 
In the inferior, most dyes for the disappearing 
old enstumes ore animal, vegetable, ard min- 
eral: indigo for blue, cochineal for red, brazil- 
wow for dark red, iron and. copper sulphate 
for preen and blue. 
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artists sign a picture. 


Weavers seldom use a pattern; they work 
symbolic designs into the fabric from memory. 
Experts somelimes weave in ‘signatures, 25 
An unworked spot may 
be left in the design, to indicate man’s im- 
perfections and so avoid envy of the gods. 

Prominent in the textiles of many villages 
is the double-headed Hapsburg ‘eagle ol 
Charles V of Spain, Horsemen are represented 
as centaurlike beings with the man's torso 
sprouting directly from the horse's back. This 
practice stems from the early Indian belief 
that horse and rider were one strange animal. 

Because “hip” looms produce strips little 
wider than the body, wide articles such as 
blankets must be made of two stripa sewel 
tugether, Some towns produce blankets and 
other articles in one piece on Toot looms, 

Most villages of the highlands have a spe 
clalty: Momostenango for blankets, Toteni- 
capan for skirt lengths, belts, and ceremonial 
hands, Chinautla for pottery, Sololé for garlic 
and onions, Nebaj for apples. Men from these 
and other villages trudge for days to bring 
their local product to the market of another 
town or to the great mart in the capital, 

Usually the articles are packed in and on the 
cacaxte, a four-legged wooden frame covered 
with netting and carried on the back, with the 
aid of a tumpline around the forehead. When 
the bearer squats on his heels, the four feet 
of the cacasxte rest on the ground, taking the 
weight at the load. A staff helps the bearer to 
tise apain. 

With a gourd of drinking water, a coffer- 
nat, kindling, a leaf raincoat, and a sleeping 
mat, in addition to a load sometimes totaling 
a hundred paunds, these men walk tirelessly 
up and dewn the highlands, often traveling 
more than double the linear distance in an 
Up-and-own direction, 
averdeveloped have their calf muscles 
become, from constant climbing with heavy 
loads, that their short Jower legs bulge like 
inverted brown tenping. Some are bald 
from the rubbing of their carrying headgear, 

When Guatemalan Indians, men or women, 
come to a level place, they seldom walk.

CHten vou will see an Indian bowed unger 
the load of o big marimba, ancestor of the 
xVlophone, beard everywhere in Guatemala 
(Plate V1). Old-time marimba makers fasten 
tity gourds under the resonant hardwood keys 
to amplify the sound, the biggest and longest 
under the bass keys, and sy in diminishing size 
to the smallest under the treble. 

Of a man with a series of regularly spaced 
efispring Giatemalans will say: “Pascual has 
f regular marimba of a family.” 

When several men, each with two to four 
mallets, pound on aomarimba, they make a 
rattling din. The monotonous rhvthm af a 
ron, played on a marimba, usually marks the 
close of a market day in larger villages. 
While ‘stony-faced, separated couples shift 
their weight from side to side in the wngrace- 
ful dance, 2 women with a plate collects 
coppers from the dancers, “tixt dance” style. 

Besides the marimba, the thin-yoiced chert 
itid—a sort of snake charmer’s musette—and 
loge apd small drums furnich music for 
relighous processions, 

Liquid nomes of many Gtotemalan ¢om- 
munities mark the passing of the Aztecs: 
Totonicapan, Huehuctenango, Olintepeque, Tn 
contrast are the harsher, staccato Quiché 
names: Joyahaj, Patzité, Sajcalaja. 

Nominaily all Guatemalan Indians are 
Christians. But their worship is at times such 
a toixture of Roman Catholic and pagan rites 
ind witrh-dector superstitions that it takes 
if ethnologist and a theologian to unravel it. 
Copal incense still buted, as in pre-Colum- 
bian times, to the gods of min, fertility, and 
com. There is even a god, Tzijolaj, to Ieok 
lifter the man whe fires the rockets at reli- 
vious ceremonies (Plates 1, 1, XT). 

At the other end of the scale is the pan- 
theists practiced! in the Mumostenango area. 

Market day is the principal event of the 
Indian week, This may fall on any day, 
according to the village, and marks the occa- 
sion for secial exchange, church visiting, and 
perhaps dancing, in addition to the buving 
ar selling. Some market towns are so-called 
empty towne: that i¢, most of the Indians 
live ott in. the surromnding countryside and 
com: into town in mass only on market dave 
or for celebrations, 

A Guatemalan market furnishes everything 
forthe Indians’ material and spiritual welfare: 
pigs and incense, chickens and ceremonial 
masks, flute and skirts, drums and chili pep- 
pers, and the inevitable triumvirate of tor- 
tills, corn, and beans (Plates 1V, V, EX), 


Surprisingly, despite the multitudes that 
concentitate in a Market “square, marketers 
taake little noise. Bargaining goes on in low 
tones, unc no one shouts his wares, 

In the early days of the Spanish colony, 
Guatemala was the seat of the captaincy 
general of Guatemala, which had jurisdiction 
over all Central America. to’ Panama. 

The orginal capital was moved twice before 
it was established ot the place now called 
Antigua, 15. miles from Guatemala Cit (Mate 
ATH), Many earthquakes shwok Antieus 
until, in 1773; ané demolished virtually the 
entire city. Two years later the Spanish king 
authorized the removal of the capital to its 
Present site, 

Antidua's Colonial Culture 

In the latter half of the sixteenth century, 
Antigua became a mininture Florence of the 
New World, ‘To Antigua came the first print- 
ing press in Central America, in 1660. Here 
fourished artisan guilds of silver- ane gold- 
smiths, wood carvers, painters, and leather- 
workers. Wood carvings by Antigua artist: 
adorn. many Central American churches and 
museums.

In Antivua, tod, Bernal Diax del Castillo, 
éoldier with Herman Cortes during the con- 
quest of Mexico, in his old age wrote the True 
History of the Conpucst of New Spain, an 
accotimt which for simplicity, vividness, and 
epic quality is matched by few other historical 
documents, The original manuscript, com- 
Pleted when the scarred veteran was over 
wighty, is still preserved in Guatemala. City. 

In Guatemala City, most metropolitan of 
Central American capitals, brightly dressed 
Indians trot unconcernedly past plate-glass 
windows displaying the machines and finery 
of another age: in the highlands, amie the 
wailing of flutes ond thumping of drums, 
knetling Indians intone Maya chants. 

Guatemala today * furnishes living proof 
that white settling of the New World did 
not mevitably mean extermination of the na- 
tive Indian and that the two races and evl- 
tures can exist side by side in pence.

In later talks with returned Yanks T learned 
that men of the first divisions who went into 
some Pacific areas dieln't have these handy 
little beaks, 

“We didn't know what we were letting 
ourselves in for,’ one returnee tole) me. “Anil 
believe me, when T siw some of those dark- 
skinned knife wielders of New Caledonia lined 


Ty! LL take more than bullets and hattles 
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up to greet us, T wanted to crawl right back 
into my bunk and wait till the war was over!" 

But the bovs found out that these socalled 
knife: wielders weren't nearly so bad as they 
looked, They were more than willing to be 
friendly. 

Nicknames for Knife Wielders
